FWs mad Soviet civilians* The supplies 
stored in the storehouses included grain, 
sugar, tea, canned fish, tobacco, soap, 
metals of various types, paper, and motor ve- 
hicle tires* 


Prior to Beeeafoer 192$, occupied by a unit 
of about 500 men nearly blaek-bcsrdered red 
epaulets with crossed gun-barrel insignia, lot 
less than 100 trucks of Soviet and US make were 
stored in the barracks area. Mo weapons other 
than pistols and rifles were observed.
